Hi  Don, 

I apologize  if  the  BID  was  meant  to  be  included  in  the  process.  We 
received  notification  less  than  a month  out  and  I made  sure  the  organizers 
had  you  on  their  list  of  people  to  reach  out  to.  It  is  disappointing  that 
evidently  no  one  made  contact.  As  you  know  I am  in  my  first  year  as  field 
deputy  for  the  area  and  although  I was  aware  this  was  not  the  most 
popular  event,  I did  not  realize  how  strongly  the  community  feels  an 
impact. 

For  some  recent  background:  the  route  has  been  changed  two  or  three 
times,  and  the  updated  route  was  approved  and  shared  with  us  two  days 
ago  by  the  Police  Commission,  which  I in  turn  shared  with  NCWP. 

From  what  I understand  they  have  significantly  scaled  back  efforts,  and  it 
is  a very  small  number  of  people  and  rolling  street  closures  last  about  15 
mins  or  less  as  they  pass,  for  about  a one  mile  area.  The  "sidewalk 
vending"  references  2-3  tents,  and  one  band,  on  the  sidewalk. 
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I am  more  than  happy  to  meet  and  discuss  with  you  further  next  week,  I 
am  in  Westchester  Monday  late  afternoon/evening,  Tuesday  morning  and 
Wednesday  morning.  We  can  meet  wherever  is  most  convenient  for  you.
